Washington, Dec. 146, — The 
world's rice crop for tho harvest 
year of 1047-1948 Is expected to 
be 150,000,000 bushels greater

The 1047-1948. crop, it was cs- 
timated, will be 7,050,000,000 bushels 
compared with 6,000,000,000 bushels 
for the previous year, with most. of 
the production increase coming, from 
Asiatic areas affected by the war.
